this’’, When the mortgage 
was paid off, the property 
would be owned entirely by 
the leasee who had been 
operating the restaurant or 
other business, 

Brunson cited a town in 
North Carolina where 3200 
new jobs were created in 
about four years, The town 
was no larger than Elba. 
He said this development 
company kept helping new 
businesses and manufact- 
uring concerns get started 
in their community until 
they created a mini boom 
town from a sleppy dying 
community. 

There are 23 of this type 
projects now getting under- 
way in-Alabama, according 
to Brunson, Twelve others 
are pending, These created 
a total of 1122 new jobs in 
the state.

Junior College Adds 


Aeronautical Degrees 


Two additional degrees, 
Flight Technology and Ae- 
rospace Drafting and De- 
sign Technology, have been 
added to the joint two-year 
degree programs offered 
by Alabama Institute of Av- 
iation Technology at Ozark 
and Enterprise State Jun- 
jor College beginning in 
September, 1971, 

In a joint announcement 
made today by Troy C, Tul- 
lis, Director of the Avia- 
tion Institute, and B, A, 
Forrester, President of 
the junior college in En- 
terprise, the new programs 
were revealed. “These 
two additional programs 
with the two announced ear- 
lier this month will provide 
two - year associate de- 
grees in applied sctence in 
four areas: Avionics, 
Aviation “4einrenancee 
Flight Tecnnology and Ae- 
rospace Drafting and De- 
sign Technology,’’ Tullis 
said, 

Under the joint program 
a student will be given 65 
quarter hours credit for the 
aviation training received 
at the Institute and will 
earn 3] quarter hours cre- 
dit in general educatior 
taught by college instruc- 
tors from ESJC in even- 
ing classes at the Avia- 
tion Institute. 

The general education 
courses to be offered at the 
Aviation Institute will in- 
clude English, history, 
psychology, speech, math- 
matics, health and Science 


and will carry full college 
credit which may betrans- 
ferred to any college or 
university, ‘‘We hope that 
many citizens in the Ozark 
area will take advantage of 
this opportunity for college 
level study which is opento 
the public,’’ Forrester de- 
clared, “Students do not 
have to be enrolled in the 
Aviation Institute to quali- 
fy,’’ he pointed out. 

The two program an- 
nounced today are similar 
to those announced earlier 
and require five quarter 
hours each of freshman 
English, technical report 
writing, American history, 
general psychology, basic 
college math or environ- 
mental biology, and three 
quarter hours each of 
speech, and personal health 
or first aid, 

Those who have already 
earned diplomas or cer- 
tificates from the Alabama 
Institute of Aviation Tech- 
nology in air frame, power 
plant, combined air frame 
power plant, flight techno- 
logy, avionics, or aero- 
space drafting and design 
may present these cre-~ 
dentials and begin work- 
ing on the 31 quarter hours 
of general education re- 
quired to receive an asso- 
ciate degree, 

Both Enterprise State 
Junior College and the Ala- 
bama Institute of Aviation 
Technology are accredited 
by the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Scho- 


ols, and Tullis said, ‘‘sin- 
ce the courses offered in 
Ozark by the junior college 
are college level courses 
the rest of the technical 
courses offered by the In- 
stitute may be transferalbe 
descretion of the senior 
colleges on the basis of 
their specific programs 
and requirements for te- 
chnical training.’’ 

Registration for fall 
quarter will be held Sep- 
tember 13 in Ozark, Cour- 
ses to be offered fall quar- 
ter on Mondays and Wed- 
nesdays are freshman 
composition, and personal 
and community health, 
Winter quarter, technical 
report writing and funda- 
mental speech will be of- 
fered.

County Doctors 
Work With University 


Physicians in Coffee 
County have been giving life 
to some babies who other- 
wise might not have sur- 
vived birth, 

Through careful prepa- 
ration for the birth of each 
baby whose mother has the 
Rh negative blood factor, 
doctors here are virtually 
guaranteeing normal birth 
for such children, 

Cooperating with spe- 
cialists at the University 
of Alabama in Birmingham 
(UBA), physicians here are 
removing samples of fluid 
from the wombs of preg- 
nant women who have the 
blood factor, sometimes as 
early as fifteen weeks be- 
fore delivery, 

In Coffee County phy- 
sicilans determine that the 
woman’s blood is making 
Rh antibodies, the doctors 
remove a small amount of 
liquid (amniotic fluid) from 
her uterus, 

The amniotic fluid is sent 
to Dr, George Cassady at 
UAB, Simply by applying 
sophisticated laboratory 
techniques, he and his
